Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Because the claimed subject matter is deemed to 
fail to patentably distinguish over the state of the art as represented by the cited references. Applicants essentially argue the Examiner 
merely resorts to broader language that fails to explicitly teach treating wrinkles without some support for the premise that Lerner's 
teachings as a whole would lead one to use a NOS inhibitor to treat wrinkles. This is not persuasive because Lerner.teaches the 
treatment of "epidermal or dermal condition" which refers to any unwanted conditions e.g. a disorder, or skin associated with aging, 
exposure to sun (page 7, lines 28-30, page 24, claim 20) which would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to employ an inhibitor of 
NO (i.e. L-NAME) as taught by Lerner to treat unwanted dermal condition such as skin aging (e.g. wrinkles).. 
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
